MANSLAUGHTER 


Was the Verdict ot the Jury In the 


Rathbun Case. 


Jeffersonviile. Ind., Dec." 24.—The 


jury in the trial of Xewell C. Rathbun. 
charged with murdering Charles Good- 
man, returned a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter and fixed the punishment at two 
to 14 years in the penitentitary. 
Rathbun's attorneys asked for a new 
trial, and the motion will be argued 
later. Charles Goodman. Rathbun's 
alleged victim, was found dead last 
month in a hotel in this city, after he 
had spent some time with Rathbun. 
His body was shipped to Lutie Rock. 
Ark., where Rathbun's wife lives, as 
that of Rathbun, on whose life an in- 
surance policy for $4.000 had been 
issued. Following the discovery that 
the body was not Rathbun's came 
Rathbun's arrest at Louisville, where 
he had enlisted under another name 
in the United States army. The corpse 
was later identified as that of Charles 
Goodman, a wanderer, who came to 
Louisville from Evansville. Ind.. and 
met Ratlibnn in front of the Salvation 
Army headquarters here. 


Sentenced to the Guillotine. 


Chartres, France, Dec. 24.—After a 


week's trial, which has attracted the j 
attention of the whole of France. 
Briere. the farmer of this vicinity who 
on April 21 murdered four of his 
daughters. a£ed respectively 14. 11. 5 
and 4, and his son. 7. stabbing and 
beating them to death while they were 
in bed. was found guilty and con- 
demned to be decapitated by the guil- 
lotine. Briere persisted in declaring 
himself innocent, but the circumstan- 
tial evidence against him was over-1 
whelming. A pathetic incident of the i 
trial occurred when Briere's surviving j 
little daughter (who the police declare j 
only escaped the fate of the other chil- 
dren by not responding to Briere's in- 
vitation to go to see him.) went on 
the witness stand, sobbingly protest-. 
ing that her father was innocent and 
begging the court to restore h'm to 
her.
